VILLAGE BURIED UNDER

HILO (T H.) April 19.—The na- 
tive village Hoopuloa tesa undcr 
fifty feet of cooling lava today. 
deapite the sacrifices of Hawal- 
lane to Pele, goddess of the ‘ol- 
cano. The villagers offered pies, 
herbs and distilled lNauor to Pele, 
but the molten reck stream from 
Mauna Loa rolled over the homes 
of the hundred inhabitants. 

Some of the residents fled in ca- 
noes to the sea. Others. warned 
by the clouds of smoke and steam, 
had time to drive flocks of sheep 
to other villages. A few saved 
some of their small belongings. 

As the red-hot lava ured 
through the village, it set afire the 
fifteen buildings and covered the 
ruins. The beach, where the na- 
tives had launched their fishing 
boats, was covered by smoking 
rock. From the sea arose clouds 
of steam and a roar like the ex- 
haust of a thousand locomotives 
as the lava formed & new promon- 
tory on the ocean 


THOUSANDS SEE SPROTACLE 

Thousands of spectators, coming 
by automobiles over the govern- 
ment road which encircles the Is- 
land of Hawatl, witnessed the 
scene.

Invading the European market in ap 
unprecedented way, the California Fruit 
Exchange is now shipping via the Panama | 
Canal from twenty to fifty carloads of cit- | 
rus frufts across the Atlaatic and will con- 
tinue these shipments until September. It | 
is not alone the eloquence of the enter- | 
prising agents of the exchange that has 
convinced Wuropeans’ that California or- 
anges are superior to those of Spain, Af 
rica and Australia, but it also has been the 
eating of our fruit, the delicious taste of 
which bas been the best proof of ite qual- 
ity. 

Assisting largely in the campaign of the 
exchange, American tourists have been de- 
manding California oranges at European 
restaurants. The American habit of eating 
sliced oranges or grapefruit at the break- 
fast table or drinking a glass of orange 
juice, at breakfast or lunch; has been com- 
municated to the Europeans and they are 
beginning to enjoy our fruit, served in this 
‘way, and to demand more. 

Improved means of refrigeration have re 
sulted in the landing of California oranges 
at their foreign destinations in fine con- 
dition after thejr month's journey. It is, 


tenance of a strong domestic market aad 
will encourage the industry. In fact, it 
already has 60. 
Last year the export value of all the 
American oranges sent abroad, according 
to a report just ued by the Secretary 
of Commerce, was nearly $10,000,000, and 
of grapefruit $1,500,000.

Federal Judge Holds That 
Courts Have Jurisdiction 


in Shortage Actions 


Car shortage actions against 
railroads are subject to court juris- 
diction, United States District 
Judge McCormick held yesterday in 
a memorandum opinion rendered 
on a demurrer and motion for bill 
of particulars brought by cotinsel 
for the Santa Fe and Southern Pa- 
cific rallroads in suits filed against 
them by three California shippers 
of green fruits. 

The railroads argued that by 
reason of the Transportation Act 
of 1920 and recent raliroad leg- 
islation by Congress, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, instead of 
the courts, ¢heuld take jurisdic- 
tion in such’ actions. 
Nearly a score of sulte involv- 
ing several million dollars are af- 
fected by Judge McCormick's de- 
cision. The railroads, as a test 
action, made their argument in 
connection with four of these pend- 
ing sults. Two of these, which | 
were later joined, were brought 
by Martin Serimian, under the 
firm name of Valley Growers und 
Distributors, against the Southern 
Pacific. The other actiond were 
brought by W. E. White, trustee 
in bankruptcy for F.. Y. Foley, Inc., 
of Fresno, against the uthern 
Pacific, and We aylor, 
against the Santa Fe.
